The new company added 
Several new departments and 
increased the Music Depart- 
ment, adding pianos and small- 
er instruments. Large quanti- 
ties of pianos were sóld to not 
only homes in Central Utah, 
but many were freighted in 
wagons over roads that were 
hardly more than trails into 
homes of Southern Utah where 
many can, no doubt, still be 
found today. Cook stoves were 
brought in by carload, and
